| Edmonton.—The Canadian Northern | 
j Will this spring commence the con-| 


struction of a branch south. from 
Vegreville into Camrose and on to 
Calgary, which is to connect 
Camrose with the branch from Strath. 
cona. Already the railway company 
has laid down at Vegreville a large, 
quantity of construction material and 
more is coming in all the time, and 
evidently the intention is to start work 
as soon as the weather proves favor- 
able, 

This will be one of the first branches 
to be built by the Canadian Northern 
railway under the provincial govern- 
ment guarantee bonds. 

The line from Vegreville south has 
already been laid out by surveyors and 
it is believed the railway company 
have secured the right of way into 
both Vegreville and Strathcona, For 
some time agents of the company at 
Strathcona have been in the field buy- 
ing the right of way, and work is 
about completed. The railway com- 
pany have also been negotiating for 
terminals at Calgary, and it is prob- 
able that construction work will be 
carried on out of Calgary as well as 
out of Vegreville. 

Fifty miles of this line at least will 
be completed this year, The Cana- 
dian Northern have also placed sur- 
veyors in the field to run final sur- 
veys of the extensjon from Morinville 
to Athabasca Landing, which exten- 
sion will also be built under govern- 
ment guarantee, Trains will be run 
ning over this extension within a year

MORE IMMIGRANTS THAN EVER | 


ARRIVING THIS YEAR 


Commissioner Scott Estimates that 
Close on to 200,000 Immigrants Will 
Come to Canada this Year—Antici- 
pates that 70,000 Americans Will 
Help to Swell the Numbers that are 
Rapidly Filling Up the Country 


Ottawa.—W. D--Scott, commissioner 
of immigration, was before the Com- 
mons. agriculture committee recently 
He estimated that close on to 200,000 
immigrants will come to Canada this 
year. 

Last year, he said, the arrivals 
totalled 146,908 which was a decrease 
of 44 per cent. over the previous year 
March of this season showed an in- 
crease of 7 per cent. He anticipated 
that 70,000 Americans would cross the 
boundary into Canada during the cur- 
rent year, Last season 4,500 had been 
turned back at the boundary because 
of physical unfitness or lack of money 

“Ts the government aware that 50 
per cent. of the bonused immigrants 
did not stay on the land but came 
back to the cities,” asked Alphonse 
Verville, of Maisonneuve. 

“Tam not aware of it; T don’t think 
it is correct,” answered the commis- 
sioner. He said there were 25 agents 
in the States. He knew nothing of 
these agents “standing in’’ with land 
operators in the west to direct people 
to certain locations. Alluding to the 
medical inspection, Mr. Scott said that 
except in the case of assisted immi- 
grants there was none but a cursory 
examination at the gang plank when 
embarkation took place, 


To Meet Invasion of American Packers 


Calgary.—P. Burns, of Burns & Co., 
packers, announces that the firm will 
build at Vancouver a packing plant 
similar to their Calgary plant, with a 
capacity of 1,000 hogs daily. The firm 
will endeavor to supply the Western 
Canadian trade, which is now largely 
supplied from the United States owing 
to the inability of existing plants to 
cope with the demand. Burns & Co 
apparently are preparing to meet the 
invasion of the American packers, who 
have been gradually acquiring plants 
throughout the west. Business condi- 
tions, Mr. Burns states, in the prairie 
provinees are very prosperous, — this 
season witnessing a record-breaking 
influx of immegrants, the majority 
coming from the United States.
